Election Day in a handful of states to shed light on pulse of the nation

Most Americans won’t vote Tuesday 

Still, a handful of elections in a few states 
will give hints about this country’s state of 
mind, provide lessons for both Republicans and 
Democrats, and shed light on answers to a few 
important questions a year before pivotal 2010 
midterm contests. 

Among them: Did President Obama’s cam- 
paigning in Virginia and New Jersey persuade 
the diverse voting coalition that lifted him to 
victory in 2008 to turn out for Democratic can- 
didates in 2009? Did fickle independents stick 
with the Democratic Party? Did the out-of- 
power GOP overcome fissures within its ranks 
to find a winning strategy? 

These races are hardly bellwethers; people 
are voting on local issues and personalities. Still, 
national forces such as the recession are having 
an effect, and Obama has spent considerable 
time campaigning this fall, particularly for can- 
didates in Virginia and New Jersey 
“This guy has been working as hard as he 
promised. And so now the question is, how do 
you respond?” Obama said Sunday as he urged 
voters to back embattled Democratic incum- 
bent Gov Jon Corzine in New Jersey “We will 
not lose this election if all of you are as commit- 
ted as you were last year.” 

Despite Obama’s involvement in the races, 
even Republicans caution against reading too 
much into the election’s results. 

“It’s a great overstatement to say this is 
a referendum on President Obama, but his 
policies have had a lot of effect on people’s 
thinking,” Mississippi Gov. Haley Barbour,

the chairman of the Republican Governor’s 
Association, told CNN on Sunday “People 
are worried about jobs. ... Most Americans 
can’t understand why the government keeps 
spending so much money They don’t see much 
effect from it.” 


WHAT’S AT STAKE?

Afghanistan’s election commission proclaimed 
President Hamid Karzai the victor of the 
country’s tumultuous ballot Monday, canceling 
a planned runoff and ending a political crisis 
two and a half months after a fraud-marred 
first round. 

The Obama administration— which has been 
waiting for a government deemed legitimate to 
emerge in Kabul before announcing whether to 
deploy tens of thousands more troops— quickly 
commended the ruling. 

“We congratulate President Karzai on his

victory in this historic election and look for- 
ward to working with him” to support reform 
and improve security, the U.S. Embassy said in 
a statement. Britain and the U.N. also issued 
statements of congratulations. 

The cancellation of Saturday’s vote came 


one day after former Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Abdullah announced he was pull- 
ing out of the Nov. 7 vote. Abdullah said the 
ballot would not have been fair and accused 
the Karzai-appointed Independent Election 
Commission of bias. 

The annulment is a huge relief to organiz- 
ers who were scrambling to hold the election 
before the onset of Afghanistan’s harsh winter, 
as well as to authorities who feared a wave of 
bloody violence on polling day after a Taliban 
spokesman threatened attacks against anyone 
who took part.

Ick! Some CTA 
spots not so hot 

“Going Public” riders have been talking trash about some grimy CTA 
stations. One rider complained about dirty walls at two Blue Line stops 
while another sniffed about handrails that stain at two Loop stations. 
The CTA says all 144 rail stations are cleaned daily but “GP” has the 
dirt on a few filthy spots. 

Brick magnet for dirt 

Carrie Slater of Logan Square wrote to “GP” about the brick walls at 
the Logan Square and Belmont stations on the Blue Line. 

“Those brown brick walls ... are not as they appear. They are actually 
some very cool vintage white subway tiles that are extremely dirty” 
wrote Slater, 28. “It seems that just pressure washing the walls could 
make a huge difference in the appearance of the stations. I would much 
rather see the white tiles than brown.” 

Power-washing subway walls is part of the regular deep-cleaning 
process, but this work would require trains to operate on a single track 
through that area, according to the CTA. 

“With the Dearborn subway project currently under way, schedul- 
ing single-track work will not be possible until the beginning of 2010,” 
CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said in an e-mail. 

Wash your handrails 

Carol Kolnicki of Oak Forest complained to “GP” about the handrails 
at the LaSalle/Van Buren and Madison/Wabash stations in the Loop. 

“I have to literally scrub my hands when I get to a public restroom. 
Yet I see CTA employees leaning about,” wrote Kolnicki, 38. “I say, ‘If 
you can lean, you can clean/ ” 

The railings at these stations have been cleaned, the CTA said. But 
these two Loop stations “are two of the oldest stations, and many of 
the handrails are scheduled to be replaced pending available funds due 
to the condition of the handrails, constant exposure to weather and 
other environmental factors,” Taylor said in an e-mail. 

Do the math 

Census data released last week shed light on how Chicagoans get to 
work. About one in four Chicago workers took public transportation 
to work from 2006 to 2008, while about 62 percent of workers rode 
in a car to work, according to the results of the American Community 
Survey of households in Chicago and nationwide. 

The remainder of workers walked to their job (5.6 percent), worked 
from home (3.8 percent) or got to work by other means including a taxi 
or a bike (2.5 percent), the survey showed. 

The survey found about 36 percent of workers between the ages of 
20 and 24 take public transportation to work, while about 26 percent of 
workers between the ages of 25 and 44 ride public transit to their job. 

The average travel time for Chicago workers? About 34 minutes. The 
average travel time for Chicago workers who took public transporta- 
tion? About 45 minutes.

Internet to 
the Max 

Clearwire broadband boots up in Chicago

After a few false starts, WiMax 
broadband service arrives in 
Chicago this week, giving 
residents access to a technol- 
ogy that promises superfast 
Internet speeds from any loca- 
tion. 

WiMax is a fourth-genera- 
tion, or 4G, wireless technol- 
ogy designed to trump the 
speed, strength and reliabil- 
ity of existing 3G networks or 
WiFi. WiMax also is meant to be 
ultramobile, meaning consumers 
with a 4G-equipped device such as 
a phone or laptop can get residential 
broadbandlike speeds, even if they’re 
sitting in a park or riding a bus. 
Clearwire started selling its services 
Sunday at its retail stores, as well as Best 
Buy and RadioShack. 

Service initially won’t be available every- 
where. 

“The speed, performance and productivity that 
4G gives you are so incredible,” said Todd Rowley, 
Sprint’s vice president for 4G. 

Chicago has long awaited the launch of a 
WiMax network. In 2007, Clearwire and Sprint 
agreed jointly to build a nationwide network, 
with Chicago getting the service as early as 
£l 2008. The Clearwire- Sprint deal fell apart

at the end of 2007, but the two 
companies merged their wire- 
less broadband units into a new 
entity in 2008. 

Jeannie Weaver, Clearwire’s 
general manager for Chicago, said the operator will 
offer USB dongles that plug into a laptop, with basic 
service starting around $35 a month. 

“The real game changer is going to be on mobility 
devices,” Weaver said. 

Clearwire also will offer a desktop modem, which is 
designed to be portable and easy to set up. 

“When the customer takes the modem home, they 
plug it in and they’re online,” said Carlos Lopez, presi- 
dent of CAL Communications, a Buffalo Grove-based 
company that is a distributor of Clearwire service. 
“They don’t have to wait for a technician to come install 
it and run cables all over the house.” 

Sprint uses Clearwire’s WiMax network but sells 
services under its own name. Sprint will offer a laptop 
card equipped for both 3G and 4G speeds, as well as a 
“personal hot spot” gadget that allows any device with 
WiFi to tap into the faster 4G network. 

AT&T and Verizon Wireless also are building 4G 
networks, although those carriers are using a differ- 
ent technology called Long Term Evolution. Verizon 
Wireless plans to deploy 
its LTE technology next 
year, while AT&T will 
start trials in 2010 and 
launch its network a year 
later.

Man robbed 
for iPhone 

Police are searching for a man in his late teens 
who Sunday night brandished a handgun and 
robbed a CTA commuter of his iPhone. 

The incident happened at about 10:50 p.m. 
at the Wilson Red Line station, said Chicago 
Police Officer Michael Fitzpatrick. 

Just after a southbound train pulled into the 
stop and the doors opened, the robber went 
into a car. “He points the gun at the victim and 
says, ‘Give me the iPhone or I’ll shoot you,’ ” 
Fitzpatrick said. 

The robber then left the train and fled. 
People on the train told police he was wearing 
a black jacket. 

At the next stop, the Sheridan station, wit- 
nesses and the victim, a 47-year-old man, told 
CTA workers what happened and police were 
called. Officers searched the area near the 
Wilson stop but could not find the robber, 
Fitzpatrick said.

Chicago will spend up to $1 million to expand 
energy assistance at 21 sites across the city 

Mayor Daley said Monday the city will help 
low-income residents apply for energy bill 
assistance, as well as weath- 
erization programs that 
make homes more energy 
efficient. 

Funding comes from a 
variety of grants. The sites include religious 
organizations, community groups and health 
centers. 

“We must do all we can to protect those who 
are struggling,” Daley said. 

Daley’s proposed 2010 budget adds about 
$750,000 in additional funding for a city pro- 
gram that provides heating bill assistance. 
Those funds are coming from last year’s long- 
term lease of city parking meters. 


A decade later, trial starts 
for suspected serial killer 


Marion Lemott has spent nearly a decade 
waiting to see the man charged with mur- 
dering her daughter, waiting to look into the 
eyes of the man who authorities say is among 
the Chicago area’s most prolific serial killers 
since John Wayne Gacy 
She finally had her chance Monday morn- 
ing— and Lemott missed it completely 
As the bald and bespectacled Andre 
Crawford sat at the defense table wearing an 
Oxford shirt and jotting notes on a legal pad, 
Lemott assumed he was a lawyer. 

She had no idea Crawford— the Navy vet- 
eran accused of raping and killing 11 women in 
the Englewood and New City neighborhoods 
during the 1990s— would look so normal. 

“I didn’t expect him to look like everyone 


else,” Lemott said. “I 
thought he would look 
like evil.” 

Jury selection in 
Crawford’s 11 murder 
cases began Monday, 
more than a decade 
after a serial killer 
terrorized one of the 
city’s most impover- 
ished and crime-ridden areas. If convicted, 
he could face the death penalty 

Crawford, 47, also is standing trial in the 
attempted murder and rape of a 12th South 
Side woman. 

He has pleaded not guilty to all charges. 

The hunt by Chicago police for an 


Englewood serial killer made headlines in the 
late 1990s but quickly disappeared from pub- 
lic consciousness after Crawford’s arrest in 
January 2000. Little has been written about 
the case since then and few, if any, of the 100 
prospective jurors seemed to recognize his 
name as the charges against him were read. 

With scores of pretrial motions and a dozen 
victims, the case has inched through the jus- 
tice system over the last 10 years. Crawford 
has been awaiting trial longer than any other 
inmate at Cook County Jail. 

“Too much time has gone by” said Glenford 
Lemott, whose sister Evandrey Harris was 
strangled in 1998. “People forget this hap- 
pened but not our family We have waited 
more than 10 years for this day”

One of the deaths involved a New York 
adult with several underlying health condi- 
tions, said Lola Scott Russell, a spokeswom- 
an for the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The other is a death previously 
reported by New Hampshire, where state 
health officials said a patient died due to 


complications. 

Russell said all but three of the suspected 
infections are in the northeastern U.S. and 18 
are in New England. 

Ashville, N.Y. -based Fairbank Farms 
recalled almost 546,000 pounds of fresh 
ground beef that had been distributed in 
September to stores from North Carolina to 
Maine. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
recall notice, dated Saturday, said the pos- 
sibly tainted meat had been sold in numer- 


ous ways, from meatloaf and meatball mix to 
hamburger patties. 

Some of the ground beef was sold at 
Trader Joe’s, Price Chopper, Lancaster, Wild 
Harvest, Shaw’s, BJ’s, Ford Brothers and 
Giant stores in packages that carried the 
number “EST. 492” on the label. Those prod- 
ucts were packaged Sept. 15-16 and may have 
been labeled with a sell-by date from Sept. 19 
through Sept. 28, meaning they’re no longer 
being sold as fresh product in supermarkets, 
Fairbank Farms said.

The big ship paused. Then, the shots 
were fired, with a cracking sound, in three 
bursts. 

The bow of the $1 billion ship, built in 
Louisiana, contains about 7.5 tons of steel from 
the fallen towers.

It’s the kind of behind-the-scenes leadership that 
occurs countless times throughout an NBA season.

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LOOKING FOR LOVE? DIGITAL IS THE NEW WAY TO GO

REDEYE 

There’s not a day when Chris Wardzala doesn’t 
think about how he unexpectedly met his fian- 
ce. It wasn’t in a bar, at the office or through 
friends. 

Instead, it was the Twitterverse that brought 
them together. 

“It was so random and just so weird. I think 
about how crazy it’s been that we met online 
in a place where we’re so restricted in what we 
can say,” said Wardzala, who teaches classes 
and workshops at the Apple store on Michigan 
Avenue. 

Both new to the microblogging service in 
2007, Wardzala and Magdelyn Skacan ended 
up following each other, at first sharing 140- 
character tweets about computer problems and 
sci-fi movies. It wasn’t long before they were on 
their way to tweet love. 

They exchanged e-mails, talked on the 
phone and hopped on planes to visit each 
other. And in May 2008, Skacan moved to the 
Windy City 

The couple, now living in the South Loop, is 
engaged to be married next year. 

Though Twitter wasn’t created as a dating 
platform, Skacan and Wardzala are one exam- 
ple of how social networking sites can be used 
to make a love connection. 

Today, daters have an alternative— or supple- 
ment— to traditional online dating sites such as 
eHarmony or match.com. They are entering a 
new frontier of digital dating equipped with a 
slew of Facebook and iPhone applications cou- 
pled with mobile Web sites. But dating experts 
question whether such technology is a romance 
killer and whether it can lead to anything more 


than a hookup. 

The mobile dating market— which includes 
apps, mobile Internet services and text-based 
services— has skyrocketed. 

In 2007, the global mobile dating market was 
pegged at $330 million, according to Windsor 
Holden, principal analyst at Juniper Research, 
a U.K.-based telecoms analyst firm. That figure 
rose to just under $550 million worldwide in 
2008 and is expected to more than double over 
the next five years, reaching nearly $1.3 billion 
by 2013, he said. 

The driving force behind the mobile market’s 
growth is the development of user-friendly 
apps and the increased access to the Internet 
through smart phones, he said. As more people 
get phones with GPS capabilities, there is an 
opportunity for dating services to increase 
significantly over the next two to three years, 
Holden said. 

Already, some apps activate GPS to search 
for nearby singles. They have names like meet- 
Moi, Skout and Grindr and alert users of pos- 
sible matches in the same vicinity in real-time 
so they can meet in person. 

“I honestly consider these sorts of things 
mobile- or micro-dating,” said Laurie Davis, 
a digital dating coach and blogger, who 
brands herself as an eFlirt expert. “Tou should 
still be doing a regular online dating site, and 
this should be a tool to enhance your dating 
life.” 

Daters could have more potential matches 
if they do both, she said. While some mobile 
sites or apps have unique features, they require 
less information compared to detailed profiles 
and search keywords or location compared to 
matching criteria, she said. 

“It’s definitely a younger generation and it is 
more casual dating,” Davis said. “You want to 
go on a date tonight, so you do or hook up. It’s 


less people looking for serious relationships,” 
she said. 

Mobile dating may be better for tech-sawy 
young daters, said Julie Spira, cyber-dating 
expert and author of “The Perils of cyber- 
Dating: Confessions of a Hopeful Romantic 
Looking for Love Online.” “Those are the ones 
that don’t want to sign up for online dating sites 
and fill out very long questionnaires. This is the 
instant gratification mode,” she said. 

When Steve Odom got divorced two years 
ago, he tried online dating. But he came across 
superficial, carefully-worded profiles and grew 
tired of going on dates only to discover he really 
didn’t have much in common with his dates. 

At the same time, he started using Twitter 
and found that by following someone, he felt 
like he really knew them. 


Odom, now 41 and living in Austin, Texas, 
wanted that in a dating site, so he created 
Gelato, which launched earlier this month. The 
site taps into social networking sites includ- 
ing Facebook and Twitter, as well as informa- 
tion from Netflix, Flickr, Last.fm and Hulu. 
That way, potential matches can see real-time 
Facebook updates and tweets, plus movies rent- 
ed, photos downloaded, music listened to and 
shows watched. 

He said he built the site to be a time-saver 
to find out if the user and others looking for 
love have shared interests. “Say I’m watching 
the Chicago Bears game, I can do a search for 
‘Show me women, 30-40, politically liberal, 
non-smoker, who has recently mentioned the 
Chicago Bears.’ And if a woman on Gelato 
meets those criteria and mentioned the Bears

in her Twitter stream, on Facebook or added a 
Flickr photo with a Chicago Bears description, 
she will show up,” Odom said in an e-mail. 

The information then can become a conver- 
sation starter and lead to a relationship, not a 
hookup, Odom said. “Romance comes from a 
feeling of connection with a person,” he said. 
“Sort of like when someone says, T saw that you 
listened to the Yeah Yeah Yeahs the other day’ 
and the other person’s eyes light up and says 
‘Teah, I love them!”’ 

On the flip side, providing too much infor- 
mation has the potential to be a romance 
killer. “Part of attraction is the mystery People 
want to know more about you,” said Thomas 
Edwards, a dating and lifestyle development 
consultant based in Boston. What’s the fun 
in going online for a scouting report on your 


potential date? he asked. 

Dating experts also caution against putting 
too much information into cyberspace via 
mobile sites and apps. 

“You still have to remember you don’t know 
who’s on the other end of that,” said Jennifer 
Kelton, founder of badonlinedates.com. “With 
the instantaneousness of this, it kind of removes 
that one other layer. At least with the Internet, 
there might have been a longer dialogue going on 
to get to know each other to some degree.” 

Another safeguard, Davis said, is to be aware 
of logging on and off a dating service with GPS 
so others can’t search for your location if you 
don’t want them to know it. “You wouldn’t want 
someone approaching you when you’re with 
your family or on a date,” she said.

How are traditional online dating sites keeping up 
with the mobile mania? 

By creating their own apps and mobile sites. 

Established online dating sites have to offer 
some type of mobile service to remain competitive, 
said Windsor Holden, principle analyst at Juniper 
Research, a U.K.-based telecoms analyst firm. “Ymr 
mobile phone is with you all the time. If you don’t, 
you’ll lose market share,” he said. 

Match.com has created its MatchMobile site where 
singles can search, view profiles and be instantly 
alerted if somebody winks at them with the touch 
of their phones. Match also has apps created for the 
iPhone, iPod touch and the Palm Pre. 

Okcupid.com is working on launching a free iPhone 
app that will offer users location-based services , said 
Sam Yagan, co-founder and CEO of okcupid.com. The 
company also is tweaking its Facebook app, which 
has been around since 2007. 

“Mobile dating is challenging because you have to 
get two things: people at the same place and roughly 
at the same time,” Tagan said. 

For a mobile dating app to work, it needs a big base 
of users from which to choose. One’s neighborhood, 
age, gender and sexual orientation are factored into 
the equation in finding possible matches, he said. 

In a little twist on mobile dating, OkCupid found- 
ers created crazyblinddate.com two years ago to set 
people up on blind dates in real time. Users set up 
their profiles online via desktop or laptop, pick a date 
or double-date on short notice in the neighbor- 
hood of their choice and are alerted via e-mail 
or text about their blind date. The users 
can send their yes or no response from 
their phone as to whether they 
want to go on the date.
